Long before he became president 
—in fact, before his election as gov- 
! ernor of New York—Mr. Roosevelt 
J began his farming operations here, 
where treatm ent in the medicinal 
waters aided him in the fight to re­ 
gain his health. 
Bought Farm In 1925 
The Roosevelt farming operations 
began when he bought his first 
property on the mountain in 1925. 
The next year he 
increased 
his 
acreage and employed E. B. Doyle 
as overseer. He recently appoint­ 
ed Doyle United States marshal. 
Doyle, a 38-year-old ’’dirt” farm ­ 
er. has been aided in development 
of the president's property by the 
advice and direction of the staff 
of agricultural extension. service of 
the University of Georgia. 
There are no expensive barns; no 
sheds filled with costly machinery 
nor power lines running her and 
there. The old-fashioned oil lamp 
is still used. 
Most 
of 
the 
accessories 
and 
equipment usually 
found on 
the 
farms of successful men appear to 
have 
no place 
in the 
Roosevelt 
plan. 
Doyle, discussing farm ex­ 
periences 
of 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
and 
himself, said their problems were 
those common with their neigh­ 
bors. 
Tried Peaches First 
He said they first tried peaches. 
There were 22,000 trees bearing fruit 
when the land was bought by Mr. 
Roosevelt, but 2.000 of these were 
destroyed immediately due to their 
diseased condition. 
Cotton was next tried without 
success. 
money was lost during 
the cotton experiment, but under 
prevailing 
prices 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
sought to diversify his program. 
A beef cattle specialist was called 
in. At his suggestion a herd large 
enough to graze the m ountain was 
started. Mr, Roosevelt had his own 
ideas about the type of cattle to be 
used in developing the herd. 
“If we are going in for beef cat­ 
tle.” he said, “we will go into it on 
a scale which can be easily dupli­ 
cated by our neighbors. I will buy 
a few native scrub cows, and I want 
you to select and buy me a regis­ 
tered bull. By process of breeding 
we will raise a herd of superior beef 
cattle. * 
Large Herd Is Home-Fed 
Today, five years later, the herd 
has grown to one of 125 cattle with 
few of 
the foundation 
stock re-

maining. He has since purchased 
several registered Herefords and is 
breeding his cows from them. 
Doyle says all the feed for the 
cows has been raised on the farm, 
and virtually all of the farm is now 
under fence so the herd has full ac­ 
cess to the acreage after the crops 
are gathered. The pastures are in 
grasses native to Georgia. 
There are cash crops, too, includ­ 
ing tomatoes, potatoes and Concord 
grapes, and last year about three 
cars of peaches were shipped. When 
possible farm products are sold on 
the local market. 
President’s Policit s Fellowed 
Here the president’s national pol­ 
icy of forest preservation and re­ 
forestation is rigidly 
adhered 
to. 
Trees and 
thinned and protected 
where and when needed, but never 
destroyed.

Edgartown, Mass., June 19 (AP* 
—President Roosevelt beat out 
a 
glowering Atlantic storm 
Sunday 
and raced into the shelter of the 
barber here for his first night at 
sea. A lashing northwest wind 
of 
twenty-five miles an hour, accom­ 
panied by rain and signs of a real 
squall, caused “Skipper” Roosevelt 
to seek this quiet haven on the 
island of M artha's Vineyard 
late 
in the afternoon after a rough trip 
from Woods 
Hole, Massachusetts, 
his stop at noon. 
The Amberjack II, his forty-five- 
foot schooner, tossed like a floating 
cork in snarling water* off the Mas­ 
sachusetts 
coast. 
The 
president 
and his crew of five intim ates don­ 
ned oilskins over their white outing 
clothes as the rain beat down. But 
it was all in a day’s work for Amer­ 
ica’s sailor president. 
He was tired 
but smiling Sunday night in this 
sheltered cove after the two-hour 


battle with the elements. 
Destroyers Trail Yacht 
Outside this quiet village beyond 
the reefs lay two watchful naval 
destroyers th at trailed Mr. Roose­ 
velt through the storm to this island 
with vigilant care. They were ever 
close behind him. 
Sunday night, the president flew 
a white 
flag a top the mainmast, 
which was encircled with wreaths 
of smoke from the fire that cooked 
some bass for the presidential sup­ 
per. 
Veteran seamen who commanded 
the ships th a t trailed Mr. Roosevelt 
testified he used good judgment in 
beating out the storm. The m ain­ 
sail was hauled down on account of 
the driving wind. The 
president 
came in 
under full 
foresail and 
forestaysaiL 
The first day of vacation brought 
evry element of weather and free­ 
dom. 
Starting out in the morning 


at 9:40, Mr. Roosevelt guided the 
trim Amberjack sharply across the 
choppy waters of Buzzards Bay to 
Woods Hole, where he remained in 
harbor for a couple of hours and 
received W. Cameron Forbes, for­ 
mer governor-general of the Philip­ 
pines. 
Shortly after the departure from 
Woods Hole into Vineyard Sound 
the rain began and soon thre was 
every sign of trouble. The waters 
were 
churned into 
white-crested 
waves. The Amberjack every now 
and then looked aa if she would 
turn over, so far did she lean to 
one side under the lashing wind. 
Gives Up Sail To Nantucket 
Plans for going to Nantucket on 
Nantucket Island just off the elbow 
of Cape Cod were abandoned in the 
face of the storm which all 
the 
skippers in the Roosevelt armada 
agreed forecast plenty of trouble 
There were 
signs of 
relief when 
this port was entered, particularly 
aboard the storm-tossed Comanche, 
which carried some of the newspa­ 
per men who did not have to tell 
anyone they were landlubbers. 
But over in the small bunk on 
the port side aft of the Amberjack, 
a care-free, joshing president sat 
down to talk it over and joke with 
his crew about the battle. He told 
Stephen T. Early, his secretary, who 
came aboard for a 
moment from 
the destroyer Ellis he was having 
“the time of my life.”
